Petoskey’s project is now underway. 

Boyne Community Action for Education (C.A. FE.) 
is the planning committee behind the current bond 
proposal. It has heen working with Beta Design. a 
Grand Rapids architectural firm, developing the 
proposal since early last year. 

The centerpiece of the Boyne City bond proposal is 
construction of a new high school with a 600-seat 
auditorium. [tise includes converting the current high 
school into the middle school tor grades 6, 7 and 8, and

In the addition, the Park Street 
entryway will open into circulahon 
and a reading area on the main floor, 


with a rotunda above. Offices tor staff 
will be located Just beyond. The 
middle portion of the existing north 
wall will be removed to join the two 
secuions. 

A young adult area, enclosed con- 
ference room, and computer and ref- 
erence area will fill the rest of the 
new area. The public use computers 
Will give patrons access to the 
Internet and word processing. 

An elevator will be installed near 
the entryway, 

Downstairs, opposite — the 
children’s area, a community room 
was designed with storage for chairs. 
to accommodate larger groups. A 
separate entrance will allow its ac- 
cess outside of regular library hours. 

During construction the library 
will be moving to the vacant build- 
ing across trom AlliedSignal, The li- 
brary will be charged no rent, but will 
be responsible for utliues, AH the 
books and some furniture will be 
moved, but the rest will be sold at an 
auction or sale the library is planning 
to hold near the ume it moves in 
March.

Bandshell rescuer 


Tammy Carlston hopes to return the structure back to prominence 


The whistle of wind and crash of waves 
are nearly the only sounds echoing through 
the bandshell in Boyne City's Veterans Park 
these days. It’s been decades since bands 
regularly graced its stage, but local resident 
Tammy Carlston hopes to change that tune. 

Underutilized for several years, Boyne 
City city commissioners unanimously 
passed a motion, upon the recommendation 
of the Parks and Recreation Commission, at 
their Aug. 3 meeting to remove the structure 
from the park. Some commissioners 
described it as a safety hazard, eyesore, 
needing repairs, poorly designed for 
acoustics and a place from which skate- 
boarders need to be chased away. 

When Carlston got wind of the city’s 
decision she started making some noise of 
her own in hopes of rescuing it from the 
wrecking ball. 

“It started off as sentimental reasons,” 
Carlston said, but after amassing 500 
signatures on a petition she circulated to 
save the stage, she now hopes to revive its 
use altogether. 

“T think we should be fighting tooth and 
nail to preserve something like that,” she 
said. 

She envisions high school bands, drama 
productions and other musical groups 
playing under its metal hull again. 

“Tt was really fun, it was really exciting 


when the high school marching band took to 
the stage for school pep rallies. “It was fun 
just getting up there and playing the air 
guitar and being in your own little rock and 
roll band.” 

The commission's decision to remove it 
was also based on how little the stage is used. 

“Other than the Fourth of July, it hasn't 
been been used lately for any type of music- 
al event.” City Manager Eric Strahl said. 

Carlston admits that’s a valid point, but 
said “nobody actively pursued it.” 

Unsure of where the responsibility lies 
for coordinating its usage, Carlston said she 
would volunteer to take charge of schedul- 
ing acts herself. 

To those who say it’s an eyesore, Carlston 
says “there are far uglier things in town that 
are taking up the lakeshore than that.” But 
she doesn't deny it needs a spruce up with its 
crumbling brick and fading paint job. 

Local contractors have agreed to fix it at 
no cost. Mike Bajko of Bayko Concrete 
would do the needed concrete repair. 
Carlston’s husband Scou, of Surface Tech/ 
Seamless offered to resurface it once Bajko 
finishes. Boyne Paint Depot's Patti and Jon 
Jasinski said they will donate paint and John 
(Osh) Zavesky of Spruce Up Painting would 
paint it. F.O. Barden & Sons will donate 
lumber for the steps if needed and Ray 
Zavesky will do the repair. Work would be 


undertaken in May in conjunction with Buff 
Up Boyne. 

According to Carlston's research, the 
stage was built in 1958 with money raised 
by the Rotary Club. 

She said she knows the shell has no true 
historical significance at only 41 years old 
but “I don’t think we have to have it 
dedicated as a landmark to make ita 
landmark.” 

Strahl said the city is trying to geta 
ballpark figure on how much it would cost 
to have it removed and notes that in the 
event it wasn't removed, it’s structural 
stability and cost for rehabbing it would 
have to be assessed as well. 

Charlevoix County building inspector 
Ken Doty said it could be brought up to 
code easily, but it would cost money. 

The commission also discussed looking 
at purchasing or renting some type of 
portable stage for special shows. 

Carlston presented the petition and spoke 
to commissioners about her vision at their 
meeting Tuesday. They agreed to table their 
decision to demolish the structure pending 
further review by the city and Carleston’s 
group. 

On Saturday, Oct. 2 at 2 p.m. during the 
Fall Harvest Festival, Jelly Roll will play in 
the bandshall at a rally to help save the 
structure, 


Former teacher enters 
no-contest plea in 
sexual misconduct case 


Former Boyne City High School 
teacher Christi J. Brilinski entered a 
no-contest plea on Sept. 14 in a 
sexual misconduct case involving a 
student. 

Brilinski, 44, is facing a charge of 
attempted fourth degree criminal 
sexual conduct-force coercion, a 
crime which involves sexual contact 
or touching. 

The plea neither admits nor de- 
nies guilt, but is treated the same as a 
guilty plea by the court in that a con- 
viction is entered against the defen- 
dant. 

Prosecuting attorney Mary Beth 
Kur said Brilinski's attorney entered 
the plea because the law is in a state 
of flux on the issue of consensual 
teacher-student sex and that there was 
potential for civil Jiability for his cli- 
ent “so he felt it in her best interest 
to enter a no contest rather than a 
guilty plea.” 

It is not currently illegal for a 
teacher to have a consensual sexual 
relationship with a student over the 
age of 16. 

The alleged incidents occurred 
between Brilinski and a 15-year-old 
female student more than four years 
ago. The alleged victim was 16- 
years-old during most of the activ- 
ity. 

The prosecution is alleging 
Brilinski used her position of power 


to force or coerce the student into a 
sexual relationship. 

The defense was ready to argue 
that the relationship was consensual. 

Brilinski taught English, physical 
education, was the high school girls 
track coach and a former athletic di- 
rector at Boyne City High School. 
She resigned her teaching position in 
April. ' 

Brilinski could face a maximum 
penalty of one year in jail, up to two 
years probation, mandatory AIDS 
and STD testing and would have to 
register as a sex offender under the 
state’s sex offender registration act. 

She could receive no jail time if 
the judge agrees to the plea-bargain 
agreement. 

Brilinski’s original trial date was 
set for May 27 following a prelimi- 
nary hearing in which she faced three 
counts of fourth degree criminal 
sexual conduct force-coercion, which 
carried a two-year maximum jail pen- 
alty, and one misdemeanor charge of 
accosting a child for immoral pur- 
poses. 

Those multiple charges will be 
dismissed in exchange for her plea 
to the lesser charge of one count of 
fourth degree criminal sexual conduct 
force-coerdion. 

Sentencing is set for Oct. 8 before 
Judge Richard M. Pajtas.

converting the current middle school into an upper elementary for grades 4 
and 5. The middle school would also house the district’s administration 
offices. The elementary school would house grades kindergarten through 


third. 


The cost of the proposal is $18,815,000. It will require an additional 
2.2 mills for 18 years, bringing the total mill levy to 5.0 mills. The current 
2.8 mill levy is for the middle school gym and cafeteria which will be paid 


off in 2003. 


If approved, the new high school would be built on the existing high 
school campus which will require the existing baseball field to be moved. 
A new baseball field is planned to be built at Rotary Park in a joint project 
with the city and school district. The city has cleared an area at Rotary 
Field and is grading the area for future construction of new soccer fields 
and baseball fields, one of which ts designed to be a regulation-size 
baseball field. The girls’ softball team already plays at Rotary. The 
practice football field will remain at the current high school site. 

The proposed high school includes a two story academic wing and a 
vocational/arts/business wing joined by the media center. The student 
commons area, used for the cafeteria, will join the auditorium, band room 


and gym to the rest of the facility. 


Work at the current middle school, which will become an upper 
elementary for grades four and five, will include remodeling the media 
center, office areas, restrooms, converting a classroom into a music room 
and another into a computer lab, and remodeling the wood shop into 


district offices. 


The portables currently at the school which house the fifth grade will 


be eliminated. 


At the current high school, which will become the middle school, 
work includes remodeling the art lab, wood shop, science lab, and 


enlarging some classrooms. 


Work at the elementary school wil! include remodeling the principal's 
office, creating a conference office, and improving the nurse's area. The 
portables at the school will be eliminated.

A history of Boyne City school elections over the years 


(Editor’s note: Following is a 
history of Boyne City Schools’ fa- 
cility issues dating back to 1961. The 
majority of the research was com- 
pleted by Jack Ryder, who did a sur- 
vey for the school district in 1994.) 


1961 - Elementary (current 
middle) school opened consisting of 
43,190 square feet to accommodate 
540 elementary school students in 
grades K-6. The old high school was 
demolished and the gym constructed 
in 1925 was left on the site to serve 
the needs of the elementary school. 

New high school opened consist- 
ing of 58,130 square feet to accom- 
modate junior high school students 
in grades 7-8 and high school stu- 
dents in grades 9-12. 

1968 - Consolidation of Boyne 
City and East Jordan School Districts 
into the “Twin Valley Schools.” 

1977 - De-consolidation of Twin 
Valley Schools. 

1978 - New elementary school 
opened consisting of 50,222 square 
feet to accommodate 700 elementary 
students in grades kindergarten 
through five. 

Old elementary school was con- 
verted to a middle school by remod- 
eling and an addition of art and shop 
classrooms. As a middle school the 
facility consisted of 46,600 square 
feet to accommodate 420 students in 
grades 6-8 at 30 students per general 
classroom. The old high school gym 
remained to serve the needs of middle 
school students. 

High school was remodeled to 
provide for a Media Center and two 
additional general purpose class- 
rooms. An addition provided for a 
new art room, industrial education 
room, and expansion of the men’s 
and women’s locker rooms. The to- 
tal square footage including the ad- 
ditions was 71,950 square feet to ac- 
commodate 570 students in grades 9- 
12 at 29 students per classroom. 

1985 - Fifth grade was moved 
from the elementary school to the 
middle school. Enrollment in e¢l- 
ementary school was 469 and at the 
middle school 336. 

1987 - Replaced high school roof 
and gymnasium bleachers. 

July 1988 - Transportation was 
discontinued after unsuccessful vote 
for operating millage. 

November 1988 - Transportation 
reinstated after successful vote on 
operating millage. 

1989 - Asbestos was abated in all 
three buildings under the Federal 
Asbestos Hazard Emergency Re- 
sponse Act (AHERA). 

1990 - Media Center in middle 
schoo] was reduced in size by ap- 
proximately 50 percent to allow for 
an additional classroom required by 
growing enrollment.

also given a chance to participate in 
the electoral process and hold a pub- 
lic office in the mock government 
created for us. 

On arriving at Boy’s State, we 
were directed to our assigned “cit- 
ies.” Each floor of the dormitory was 
split into two cities. Within our small 
community we worked and shared 
recreation and meal time together. 
Our counselors also lived on the floor 
with us and participated in almost 
everything we did. 

On the first day we met as a city 
and discussed how the program 
worked and ran. We learned there 
were many Opportunities granted to 
us that we could take advantage of if 
we were willing to put forth the ef- 
fort. One of the first things told us 
by our counselor was that we could 
only get out of the program what we 
put in, and this was all too true. 

Throughout the rest of the week, 
we frequently met with the members 
of our city. In the first few meetings, 
the political offices that we could run 
for were explained to us as were the 
roles of these positions. These posi- 
tions range from city police chief to 
county clerk and on up to governor. 

Like every one of our hometowns, 
each city had its own individual prob- 
lems and challenges and it was up to 
the individuals who were elected to 
find solutions to these problems. 
Each Boy’s State participant chose a 
position that he wished to be nomi- 
nated for and then talked of how he 
would deal with the problems that 
faced his community if he were 
elected. Not only were these nomi- 
nations done at the city level, but also 
at the county and state levels. 

Eventually candidates were nomi- 
nated for all positions in each party 
and the elections were held. For the 
elections, real ballot boxes were used 
and several precautions were taken 
to make sure that no one slipped an 
extra ballot in the ballot box. When 
the results were tallied almost every- 
one was pleased with the outcome. 

In our newly elected positions we 
began our mock government with all 
the different divisions working on 
their own separate problems. At first. 
things seemed to go a little nuts, but 
then everyone slowly learned to work 
together and rely on each other and, 
eventually, we had our own working 
government modeled after a real gov- 
ernment. 

After dinner one evening a mock 
trial was held. A few members of the 
Boy's State staff, and two local at- 
torneys and a local judge, performed 
a mock trial in front of all 500 Boy's 
Staters. Though the trial had a comic 
edge, and the boys had a good laugh, 
we were able to witness how a real 
courtroom worked. 

It wasn't all work at Boy’s State. 
In addition to the different sports and 
activities we had during our recre- 
ation times, we were able to make a 
lot of new friends and enjoy lots of 
good laughs. I'm still fortunate to be 
able to keep in contact with a few of 
the boys. 

On the last evening. each of us 
was given a chance to share what we 
learned during the past week. Most 
of us agreed that we had been able to 
form an intelligent opinion on hot 
topics like gun control and affirma- 
tive action. This was interesting to 
learn because J thought I was one of 
the few who was in the dark about 
these topics. 

There was a lot I learned at Boy's 
State besides learning how the gov- 
ernment functions and produces re- 
sults. I learned the intimacies of 
working with others when results are 
expected. Boy's State was a very 
memorable experience and, although 
it was tough at times, il was a great 
way to spend part of my summer.

all going into their senior year of high 
school. 

1 was put into the city of Polk, 
which was in the county of Tyler (cit- 
ies were named after presidents and 
counties were named after gover- 
nors). 

My roommate was Kurt Enkemon 
and he became one of my best 
friends. Kurt was from Novi but he 
said he wished he went to a small 
school and lived in a small town so 
he would know everyone. 

Once thing sticks in my mind that 
Mr. Henry Wandrie said at our open- 
ing assembly: “You will get out of 
this only what you put into it.” Be- 
ing kind of shy and not a real outgo- 
ing person, I thought he was just say- 
ing that, but I found out, as the week 
progressed, he was telling the hon- 
est-to-God truth. 

The first time we really got into 
government type exercises was when 
we held party nominations for county 
and city offices. I looked at and lis- 
tened to the speeches from the people 
who were running for mayor and 
county offices. | thought: “Man, | 
should run for these.” Unfortunately 
for me {have a fear of failure, which 
is probably why I only ran for a city 
council position, which, I am happy 
to add, I won. 

When we broke up into our 
elected positions in our cities was 
when I really felt a camaraderie start 
to grow. Polk City was a town in the 
fictional 51st state—a farming com- 
munity that had nothing going for it 


but a horse racing track. I don’t think 
that the residents would have liked 
us if they were real because the only 
way we could get a balanced bud- 
get was to raise taxes, and I mean a 
BIG raise in taxes. 

On Wednesday we held our state 
conventions where we broke up into 
our respective parties and elected 
candidates for governor, licutenant 
governor, attorney general, board of 
education, board of trustees, senate 
and congress. This was the exercise 
that showed us the way a govern- 
ment is selected. And it showed me 
some of the reasons why politics is 
not a profession that I want to get 
into. We traded votes, and also got 
shafted on some votes, but that is all 
part of politics. 

We sat in a room for five hours, 
in 90 degree heat, electing our party’s 
candidates. Later, we were sent back 
to that room for a general assembly 
so we could meet all of the candi- 
dates from the three parties. It was 
at this time that [ realized my party’s 
candidate for governor stood no 
chance when the opposing candi- 
dates were introduced and the room 
just erupted. My party was swept 
out of the state offices with the ex- 
ception of the board of education. 

One night there was a mock trial 
held for a drunk driver. This was 
very entertaining and got quite a few 
laughs and hollering. But my favor- 
ite night was Friday when we did 
what my counselor called, “warm 
fuzzies.” We got up and told what 
we thought was best about the weck 
and what we thought we had gained 
the most from. This 1s where I re- 
ally learned what everybody was ail 
about and all walls were let down. 

When Saturday morning rolled 
around, and I started packing, there 
was a sad feeling in the air because 
everyone knew that a week of fun 
was almost over and that most of the 
guys we had just spent a week try- 
ing to get to know would never be 
heard of again. 

As I walked into the final assem- 
bly, where we received our certifi- 
cates for attending Boy’s State, and 
other awards (I received an award 
because Polk City was state cham- 
pion in softball) [ almost didn’t want 
to leave the room, I met my ride for 
home on the way back from that as- 
sembly and, as | was getting my 
stuff, I said goodbye to some guys 
who I think would be there for me if 
I needed them just as I would be 
there for them. 

Looking back on the whole ex- 
perience I think of what my former 
history teacher at Boyne Falls, Mr. 
Tippett, told me: “What you learned 
during this week couldn't be covered 
in a whole year of government 
class.” I feel that by attending Boy’s 
State I took what they didn’t teach 
us, just as much as what they did 
teach us, home with me — and that 
was how to gain camaraderie with 
people you don't know. I wish that 
all guys were able to attend Boy's 
State because it is a worthwhile 
week for all the reasons I have stated 
above. I would like to thank the 
American Legion for giving me the 
opportunity to attend and would like 
to tell those who don’t think that this 
is for them, it is.

Boyne Falls and Boyne 
City schools trying to 
solve tax payment error 


The Boyne Falls School Board 
would like to see $39,000 in misap- 
propriated tax dollars returned to the 
district as soon as possible. 

A data entry error by the clerk's 
office in 1983 coded property belong- 
ing to the Wolverine Power Company 
as being located in the Boyne City 
School District instead of the Boyne 
Falls School District. 

The error wasn’t detected until 
1996 when Boyne Valley Township 
notified Boyne Falls. During that 
stretch, Boyne City received $51,946 
erroneously. 

Since 1997, through legal re- 
course, Boyne Falls was able to re- 
cover just over $12,000 of the money. 

Boyne Falls superintendent Pat 
Smith said that is the limit on the 
money Boyne Falls can obtain 
through legal action but that “the 
board feels there is an ethical obliga- 
tion to pay off the $39,065.” 

“It's money we certainly could 
have used and certainly can use,” 
Smith said. 

Boyne Falls will not ask for in- 
terest on the money. ; 

The Boyne Falls School Board 
discussed the matter at its regular 
meeting Monday night and board 
president Marv Schwem will send a 
letter to Boyne City’s school board 
requesting it to consider paying the 

money. 

A similar letter was sent in July 
to the Boyne City School Board, 
which has not yet taken any action. 
Also, in the fall of 1997, the district’s 
two superintendents were in contact 
over the matter. 

“The board feels that the money 
is ours and we should be paid back,” 
Schwem said. “We would just like to 
get this issue off the table. 

Boyne City School Board presi- 


dent Kathy Anderson said the board 
hasn't been ignoring the request, but 
that it’s been busy with the hiring of 
a new superintendent and now with 
a school bond proposal in the works. 

“We did ask our superintendent to 
research the matter and bring back 
the findings to the board,” Anderson 
said. 

“We'll have more time after this 
is over,” she said, noting that she had 
expressed the same sentiments to 
Schwem. 

In other business, the board ap- 
proved the placement of a Boyne 
Valley Gymnastics gymnasium on its 
new school site, pending legal ap- 
proval. 

“We're delighted to have them an 
site,” Smith said. 

The gymnastics group would be 
responsible for covering all construc- 
tion costs including building some 
additional parking and the building 
would be owned by Boyne Falls 
School. 

“We think it’s going to work out 
very well,” Smith said. 

In other business, foundation 
work has begun for the new K-12 
building on M-75, with bids expected 
to go out this week or the beginning 
of next week for general contractors. 

Backlog on the structure’s steel 
order has pushed construction behind 
by about four weeks, which will 
likely mean the school will open in 
October or November, rather than 
September, unless a mild winter al- 
lows a catch-up. 

The board also approved the hir- 
ing of one and a half new teachers in 
order to split some classes due to en- 
rollment growth. They are also look- 
ing at hiring a math/science teacher 
for the ninth grade.

While the planning phase is complete, the board is just in the 
early stages of developing an endowment fund to cover extra costs 
expected with the expanded library. 

“It is absolutely necessary we establish a fund that generates 
enough interest to cover additional operating expenses,” said library 
director Nannette Miller. 

“The community has to show they want this library. They can 
show that by this endowment campaign.” 

Although figuring what additional expenses might be is only a 
guess at this point, the library is hoping to raise $250,000 for the 
endowment fund, which will be administered through the Charlevoix 
County Community Foundation. 

The board recently completed a feasibility study to assist with 
fundraising efforts.
